THE SILVER PROBLEM, 

If the Monetary Conforosce, which is to 
commonea at Brussels on 220d November, 
does not arrive at a satisfactory solution of 
the silvordiffealty, it will nnt'he from any 
lack of counsellors, nor will it be owing to 
an ingsnfticioncy of nostrum, The - British 
repreceatatives ara to be Mr Alfred de 
Rothschild, Sir Charles Rivors Wilson, 
Sir William Houldaworth, Mr Bertram 
Wodehouse Carrio (of Glyn’s Bank and 
Sir Chatles Fremantle. India will alao. 
send delegates to watok her own particular 
interests; and wo can only hope that some 
good willcome of the deliberations of the 
representatives of the varioas countries 
taking port in the Conforanca, : 

Among the lotest coutributions to the 
nover-failing supplies of litorature on tho 
silver question may be mentioned tha 
article in this month's Fortnightly by Mr 
Samnel Montaga, M.P, ; the paper by Mr 
Glarmont Daniell in the latest issue of 
Blackwool’s Mayazine; and the pamphlet 
by Mr . J. Jennings, published by 
Effinghan Wilson & Co, this weok. Mr 
Montagu is onc of the ablest. of the bi- 
meballio exponents, aod however:one may 
disagres with his conclusions, they are 
always put forward clearly and offectively. 
He oxprouses the belief that the chief 
advantugs of bi-metalliam would accrue to 
Todia, oy it has huudreds of millions sler- 
ling in ollver ‘which will ultimately havo 
little international value if bi-emetailiam be 
not ro-cetablished.’ Ho goes on to ad- 
vocate the usa indifferently of gold and 
silver, oaly gold to be valued at twenty 
times the equal weight of silver (the actual 
relation being 25 to 1). This appears to 
bdo somewhat uakind out at the pious bi- 
metallists who beliave in the ratio af 15} 
to 1, but Mr Montaga thinks tho ralio 
could bg eventually altered to 154 to L. 
In this contention it secma to us that Mr- 
Montagu ignorce the fact that gold and 
ailver aro commodities, just aa tin and cop. 
per aro, aud that the astural forces of 
aupply ond demand must inevitably out- 
woigh avy artificial ratios fixed by any 
numbor of conforoncos, Bat it is too lute 
in the day, we are convinced, to discuss bi- 
metallion, for the people of this country 
would certninly rofase “to tolerato snoh 
radicsl change in our currency system 43 
it involves, oven if it'conld bo proved that 
tho adoption of a be-metullio ratio would 
permanautly rostoro prospority in tho Lan- 
caghire toxtile trades. 

_, Then, Mr Olarmont Daniel's remedy 
may be set forth in his own words, Ho 
vays:—'[t is proposed that the Govern- 
moot of India should coin any portion of 
the atopk of gold bullion in the hands of 
the Indian populations which may be 
brought. to tho mints for the purpose into 
coing identical with the Il, sterling of tho 
realm ; thet tho rupeo currency should be 
left unaltered on its present footing ; und 
that thenew gold and tho oxisting silver 
monay dhould cirealate together for one 
another at the market rate of the day as 
fall-yaluc, logal-tonder coins, this rate to 
bo necertained in the most public and 
effective manaor possible, and set forth in 
o Stato notification as acldom ss often 
Or as. may be  conveniont, and be 
declared: as stich Lo ba thet at which 
silver may bo legally converted into. 
gold payments nnd gold substituted 
for silvor moncy, in payment of taxes, 
at the option of the purty making the pay. 
ment, those gold coins to be legal tondor 
at tha Slate rate of conversion for pay- 
ments doe in silver unsouating to 5,000 
rupees aud upwards, und the Government 
to take payment of any sum in silver due 
to gold vitbout any minimom limit.’ Mr 
Daniell’s panacea has the merit of novelty, 
aud: that is wbout tho only merit wo can 
gee init, It would clearly be imprestio- 
able, for with a murket-value factunting 
from day to day o man would have to 
make an elaborate calculution every tine 
he. changed @ soveroiga to sew how many 
ropees bo should receiva for it, This 
would be about 9s absurd as fixing 
a gold atondord in India, whpre the 
masses of the population are paid’ 
about 7d. w day for their labour, 
It would ‘be far preforable to sdopt 
@ silver standard at qnoe. Mr Jens 
ninga’s pamphlet is written with a viow 
of dealing with the silver crisis in a brief 
and intelligible way ‘for the information 
‘of -Lhoge who aronot City, menor monatary 
experts,’ and the dasiga has been carried 
ovt successfully, There is ncthing purti- 
eularly new in the pamphlet Mr Jen. 
nings, horevor, deserves crodit for stating; 
the prog and cong of the matter without: 
suggesting any fresh remedy for meoting 


the difficulties which undouhtedly exist. 

It ia ramonred that tho United States 
Government will regard ii ea an act of 
hostility if Great Britain does not agree 
for itsel! and its dependencies to acpept 
silver at some arbjtrary price, and that, in 
consequence, 6 policy of rotalintlon will be 
resorted ta. Jt is. to be hoped, howover, 
that no,feeling of this-kind exists among 
business men.and modorate politicians in 
the United States... This country id cer. 
tainly not roponsible for thu unwise Ameri: 
can -logidation which haa led to the euor- 
mous ovar-production of the white metal, 
not only jo the United States, bat in other 
silver-producing. countries, ‘[he Act pro- 
viding’ for. purchases of 4,500,000 oz, a 
month had the effect of greatly stimulating 
mining operations, and many praperties 
that -had, bean abandoned for. some.yoars 
were reoppned, aud s&tha apply haa. gane 
ou inoreasing until it has become oyar- 
wheliningly in.excess of the demand. .

‘The 
result ia a saddening revelation, : So far as 
the resident civil population is concerned, 
the resuit. is indeed, very noar fo. what, by a 
rough estimate, I annually salculated it to 
be, In his. Consus Report of lith August, 
1891, (§ 19) the Rogistrar General atatea 
that on 20th May, 189%, ‘there .woro in 
Hongkong, of. persons of sohovl-going age 
(6 to 16 years), 783 Eurépenta or Americus, 
184 nationalities’ other than Europeans, 
Americans or Chinese and, 21,331 Chinose 
(rides), meking a total of 22,293 
children of achool-going  aga).’’ Referz- 
ing (in § 20) to a Roturn, takeo. on 
the Consus day, of ‘children “actually 
found present in Sohool, the Registrar 
Gonoral farther romarks, ‘This rotura 
shows that on the 20th May ‘os, many 
42-8,085 children actually attended’ school, 
though it was'a rainy duy such as, I 
am informed,.. keeps about 10 per cent.
